(most prepared by Ohlsen)* CARBO noted the drop in visits to CADROIT 
by suoh DIE individuals! only ten Spitzelverpfllchtete visited during 
the first ten days of the current tiionth* This is considerably below 
earlier averages* Slnoe the numbers of Spltselverpfllchtete who have 
fled to 'fest Berlin has Increased during the same period, the explanation 
seems to be found in the increasing fear of the SFS generated as a result 
of the recant heavy penaJLties, agent trials, etc* For CART scrutiny, etc. 

b* Copy of letter re the GARCARANA 2 divorce written ty the latter's ^ 

lawyers to the Frenkfurt court* requesting a hearing on the results of 
CARCARAMA's interrogation in the DUt before 18 Aug., which is stated to

d« GARBO noted almost all Seferenten now have steel safes in their

own rooms as a result of an installation program started long ago* One 
or two new safes are installdd every month* The Referanten keep certain 
files in their own rooms* These are (1) Besirk and Krels fllee (not 
generally of the r^:lghest sensitivity) and (2) files which are being 
worked on* The latter may include almost aiy sort of GAJDROZT flla*
